WASHINGTON — President 
Saddam Hussein's decision to send 
250,000 more troops to Kuwait is a 
publicity ploy and may actually 
damage Iraq's ability to fight a war, 
the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff said Tuesday. 

“It's not clear that those deploy- 
ments have started on the part of 
the Iraqi Army, and it's not clear 
that those additional troops will 
provide much additional combat 
power,” the chairman, General 
Colin L. Powell. said in interviews 
on U.S. television. 


He said Iraq's reinforcemenis 
“in fact may introduce vulnerabili- 
ties in their situation. so we're not 
terribly concerned about that.” 

General Powell did not explain 
what he meant by introducing vul- 
nerabilities. He said it was possible 
that Mr. Hussein was planning to 
use the extra troops as replace- 
ments for soldiers in the front lines. 

“He may be thinking of doing 
some rotations and some reliefs in 
place.” General Powell said. “We'll

Brazilian Children in Trouble 


Child abuse the world over is a serious 
problem. but perhaps this adult-perpetrat- 
ed tragedy is nowhere more severe than in 
Brazil, Many families live on the edge of 
desperation, and many boys, from the age 
of 5 on up, take to the streets to scrape out 
a living. The result is a curbside under- 
class, estimated to be as large as 7 million, 
that is involved in the struggle of trying to 
eke out mere existence. The size of this class 
of poverty-stricken children adds enor- 
mously to crime in Brazil. Shops are often 
looted at night; street robberies are not 
uncommon; begging is constant. Death 
squads of police, often hired by local mer- 
chants, bunt children out and kill them.

Although they did not know the details of this 
systematic gouging, many workers at Wedel have 
felt for years that something was criminally wrong 
with management. 

“This factory was pushed to the edge of ruin by 
Mr. Karbowniczek.” said Andrzej Kaminski, head 
of the factory's Solidarity chapter. 

Particularly irksome was the lousy taste of the 
chocolate. “I know that the quality is worse. They 
seem to have forgotten the old recipes,” Mr. Ka- 
minski said.

“It's business as usual,” said Charlie Francis. the 
coach whose world crashed with Johnson's in Seoul. 

In July, Francis was replaced as Johnson's coach by 
Loren ave. a former coach of women's track at 
Louisiana State University who had guided his team 
to national titles in 1987 and 1989. But the success of 
his athletes at LSU generated rumors that he assisted 
them with drugs. He has steadfastly denied the πι- 
mors, just as he did during the interview with John- 
son's advisors, Kemeel Azan and Edward Futerman. 
that won him the job as Francis's successor. 

“We were aware of the rumors: we told Loren we 
had heard them.” said Azan. a businessman in the 
Toronto area. Futerman is Johnson's attomey. “He 
denied them, and Canadian track and field officials 
preferred we oot hire him. But we felt Loren had the 
skills and know-how Ben needed now.” 

Johnson and Seagrave are respectful of each other.
